THE UTILISATION OF RESOURCES. 

The inaugural meeting cf University Coilege 
Chemical Society was held on Wednesday in 
the University Buildings, Earisfort terrace, 
when a lecture on “ Irish Industry and the 
Prospects of Chemistry in Ireland” was given 
by Dr. Hugh Ryan, M.A, D.Be Dr. D. J 
Coffey, M.B., President of University College, 
presided. : 

Tbe lecturer said that they had had industries 
in Ireland, but from one cause or another they 
hed failed. If they examined the reasons for 
their failure they should not in the end feel 
down-hearted over their non-success. Theve was 
nothing inherent in the Irish character, or in 
the condition of the country, which led to the 
failure of those industries. Having referred to 
the period of James Í., when, he said, the iron 
induatries of Ireland were very much greater in 
volume than the iron industries of England, 
the lecturer went on to deal with Irish agricul- 
ture. While the population continued to de 
crease the number of cattle increased. Large 
sums of meney went out of the country because 
of the failure to utilise by-products of agricul- 
ture Hides and skins, for example, to the value 
of over £600,000 were exported, and £3%,000,000 
was ‘imported. If Ireland's water-power was 
harnessed it would give about three millions of 
horse-power. Ireland's average eoal cutput was 
90,000 tons a year, while four and a half million 
tons were imported by her. At the present rate 
of coal consumption for fuel and power her 
great supplies would last for about 500 years. 
Chemical industries in Ireland should be under 
the control of the most highly qualified men.

OBSTRUCTION OF TRAFFIC. 
EY anne 


TRANSATLANTIC TRADE. 
Mr. John Hollwey (Chairman) presided yester- 
day at the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board. ' 


Further letters of complaint were read from 
Messrs. Jacob and Co., Ltd., Messrs. Guinness 
and Co., Ltd., and the Dublin Carriers’ Associa- 
tion with reference to the restriction of traffic 
over the bridges on the North Wall. Messrs. 
Guinness objected to the proposed by-laws of 
the Board in regard to the bridges as contrary 
to publie policy, and unreasonable and illegal. 

Mr. Sherlock said that he was glad to see 
that the merchants were wakening up to their 
interests and to how the action of the Board 
was affecting them. ' 

The Chairman said that the matter had been 
referred to thes Law Agent, to see what 
powers the Board had about closing the bridges. 
There was a legal question involved, and until 
they had the Law Agent's reply they could do 
very, little about the matter. 

Alderman Byrne—Do not you think that you 
ought to give these firms an undertaking that 
the bridge will be built in twelve months, or in 
some definite time,’ and‘not be causing all this 
meonvenience to merchants without any pros- 
pect of its being ended some time? 

The Chairman eaid that the closing of the 
bridge means the closing of the docks; and 
whether the Board had power to do that or not 
wes a matter for the Law Agent. He suggested 
that they should wait until Thursday next to 
have the Law Agent's report. 

Alderman Byrne complained that it was most 
unfair to the merchants of Dublin that the 
bridge at the Custom House Docks should be 
closed up for an indefinite period. Surely there 
wag sufficient intelligence in the Board to enable 
it to draft a reply. 

The Chairman eaid that if the matter were 
allowed to stand for a week a reply would 
be sent. 

Alderman Byrne—Every week we have a let- 
ter of complaint from somebody or other about

MEETING OF THE DUBLIN INDUSTRIAL 

; DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIATION. 

At a meeting of the Foreign Trade Com- 
mittee of the Dublin Industrial, Development 
Association, held at the offices, 12 Molesworth 
street, Dublin, the Marquis MacSwiney, Chair- 
man of the Committee, presided, and Presi- 
dent of the Association, Mr, M. O'Dea, J.P., and 
representatives of the recently co-opted bodies 
were present. It was unanimously agreed that 
each important branch of industry in Ireland 
must eventually be represented on the Foreign 
Trade Committee, and two additional important 
interests were invited to appoint representatives. 
The Committee is at. present representative, not 
only of the manufacturing industries of the 
country, but of the agricultural and live stock 
interests, which are so considerable a factor in 
the economic life of the country. 

As a result of inquiries, it is established that 
Ireland has an exportable surplus of cattle, oate, 
barley, potatoes, and hides, and that the export 
of these to the Continental markets would be 
of the greatest possible advantage to the Irish 
producer, who is at present. confined to the 
British markets, where the price at which the 
Irish producer must sell is fixed by British in- 
terests. In every case free export would mean 
a greatly enhanced return, but all export of 
these goods is made under licence, and is vir- 
tually confined to Great Britain, to the loss and 
detriment of the Irish producer. There is a 
demand for Irish hides abroad, both in Europe 
and America, but the Irish hide exporter is 
compelled to sell at an average flat rate of, 
roughly, ls. per Ib. through the Hide Control 
Board, the British tanner paying, say, 1s.' 4id. 
per Ib. for the same hide, the difference between 
these two prices, amounting to more than 
£7,000 per week for all Ireland, going to the 
credit of the Ministry of Food. This, however, 
is not all. Given a free market for hides, the 
Irish exporter could sell at about 1s. 8d. per Ib., 
which would mean an increase in the marketable 
value of fat stock of about £8 10s. per head. 
Altogether, the loss to Ireland through this 
control of one of the ntain subsidiary products 
of the cattle trade is computed, on a carefully 
documented estimate, to be no les than 
£5,000,000 per year, a loss equally affecting

the institution of a free export trade, which 
would enable the Irish producer to get in touch 
with the markets of the world, and to sell his 
goods where it pays him best, are matters which 


should engage the united attention of the

The deputation had made &a 
good fight—so good, in fact, that the Depart. 
ment had agreed to the suggestiona they made, 
and in a couple of days they got a number of 
concessiong, .. One-fourth more -cattle were 
allowed to go out of Ireland, but they Wid not 
see why there should be at tho present time 
any restrictions at all—(hear, hear)—especially 
at a period when the grazier, who had fattened 
his cattle during the summer months, had them 
now thrown on the market, and when it was 


| well known to the Department that the root 
_crop in Ireland was the worst and poorest for 


many years. To his mind, the food that went 
to feed the cattle now on hand should be kept 
for the cattle that came on next year, and 
principally for milch cows. [tf wae all very well 
for the Food Controller or the Department 
to say that what had happened was a sirprisé 
packet for them. Mad they been doing their 
business, they would have known what wae 
coming on, and should have made provision for 
it. (Hear, hear.) He would tell them what 
happened. During the war the Govérnment 
bought up huge quantities of frozen meat—or 
meat that they got frozen. That wes put 
into cold storage, and could not be brought 'to 
England at .the time, ae all the ships were 
conveying troops across; but now ships were 
coming over in .Jarge numbers, laden to the 
decks with frozen meat of every deácriptiom, 
That meat had been bought up by the Govern. 
ment, at least in New Zealand, at 7id. per ib, 
und there was so much of it in the marked 
recently that they had reduced the price by 
2d. per Ib. All that meat had been dumped 
down on the market, and they were holding up 
the supply of Irish cattle until euch time aa the 
supply of frozen meat was exhausted. That 
was nice treatment for the Irish. farmer,; who 
had done all that was asked of him during the 
war-——they were told now, when they had the 
cattle ready, that they should wait: a little 
while, and have patience. . The Irish. Govern- 
ment should have provided for the emétgéncy 
by having cold storage, and’ not have the Irish 
farmer in the position he was that day.

The proposals of the directors of Messrs. J. 
and P. Coats, Ltd., for the capitalisation of 
certain reserves were unanimously adopted with- 
out discussion at a special meeting of the share- 
holders of the company in St. Andrew's Hall, 
Glasgow, to-day. The attendance exceeded a 
thousand. The proposals increase the capital of 
the company from ten million pounds to twenty 
millions and a quarter.. The new capital is re- 
quired to provide for important extension of 
mills and the installation of new machinery, 
postponed during the war, and also to increase 
the compahy's liquid-funds te-an extent com- 
mensurate with the demands made upon cash 
resources by the greatly increased cost of raw 
— The effect of doubling the existing 
sha capital will be to reduce the current rate 
of dividend of 30 per cent. to 15 per cent. The 
scheme provided that the existing three million 
pounds Preferred Ordinary Stock shall be con- 
verted into three million 6 per cent. Cumulative 
B Preference Shares at £1 each, and that the 
Preferred Ordinary Stockholders receive one 
million four hundred thousand Ordinary Shares 
of £1 each, created out of reserves. The Pre- 
ferred Ordinary. also receive one new ordinary 
share for each of the new one million four hun- 
dred thousand shares acquired as stated, and 
have the right of applying for one new share at 
£1 for each two new ordinary shares so received. 
The scheme further provides that the ordinary 
shareholders receive one share for every share 
held, amd have the right of applying for one 
new share at £1 for every two shares held. 

Sir Thomas Glen Coats, who presided, moved 
the resolutions relating to the scheme. The 
question of capitalising reserves had, he said, 
been urged upon the directors for some years 
past by shareholders, and the directors thought 
the time had now come when this should be 
carried out. He explained that the scheme 
which the directors had adopted would so capi- 
talise reserves that the capital appearing in the 
balance sheet would be brought to the actual 
capital employed in the businegs, and so secure 
that the dividends would be paid on capital 
more nearly approximating to that employed 
to earn the profit, in place of being paid at an 
apparently high rate upon a comparatively small 
portion of the actual capital. Various schemes 
had been considered from time to time, but 
none had appealed to the directors with the 
same force as the one now strongly recommended 
for adoption. The scheme settled beyond dis- 
pute the rights of the ordinary shares to the 
reserves and surplus assets, and freed the 
articles of association from -dubiety. If the 
proposals now submitted did not meet with 
acceptance, matters would just require to re- 
main as they were, obviously to the detriment 
of the business, which would undoubtedly suffer 
in respect to future development, which the

ADDRESS BY THE ARCHBISHOP 


OF DUBLIN, 
“ The Dowager Marchioness of Dufferin and Ava 
presided yesterday efternoon 
attended conference in the Gregg Memorial 
Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, of members of the 
Mothers’ Union in Ireland. 

The Marchioness of Dufferin said that, as Pre- 
sident of the Union, she had much pleasure in 
welcoming the members, many of whom had 
travelled from distant parts of the country to 
be present. During the pest year much useful 
work had been accomplished, and she hoped that 
in the immediate future their membership 
throughout the country would be substantially 

, and that a spirit of healthy activity 
would animate their members in the com 
year. The social work to which they could apply 
themselves was many<«ided and important, and 
had a direct bearingeon not a few of the ques- 
tions that now occupied the public mind to a 
large extent, and she felt that, fully realising 
ithe high aims for which the Union had been 
established, the members would devote them- 
selvea with energy and enthusiasm to the work 
of the Union. (Applause.) 

CHRISTIAN IDEALS. 

The Archbishop of Dublin delivered an ad- 
dress on ‘“‘ Christian Ideals in Social Life,” and 
said that the cireumstances of the present day 
made it more essential now than, perhaps, at 
any other time that society in all itd grades 
should be influenced and leavened by Christian 
aims and ideals, and particularly so in the case 
of those who were entrusted with administrative 
and legislative authority. When they applied 
Christian principles to the great world and to 
the business of legislation, they ought to think 


d not be successfully con-- 


of giving to each member of the community full 
power of development, and so adjust the rela- 
tions of the individual to the whole community, 
ensuring for him or her ample and unrestricted 
opportunity for the full development of per- 
sonality. That wae the idea of what was called 
“ equality for all,” not the levelling down of 
man and woman to a common dead plane of 
uniformity. If their legislaters, reformers, 
economists, and thinkers would only keep before 


“them the true idea of equality of opportunity, 


just in the same way as the upright father and 
mother in the true Christian home always 
thought of the needs and well-being of their 
children, and of giving to each of them full 
opportunity for development, and affording them 
& proper education, watching over each of them 
in all the little crises of their lives,social life would 
be freed from many of the ills and diseases 
which at the present time afflicted it. When 
they wanted to translate those Christian prin- 
ciples into the affairs of social life, they would 
find them all expressed in the simple but great 
formula, " equality of opportunity,” giving to 
each human being the best possible chance for 
his or her uplifting in the social scale. They 
ought to treat everyone in the same way— 
master and employer, mistress and servant. 
In his opinion, a great deal of the trouble and 
misery that had arisen in their own time had 
come aboyt from the fect that in the past 
they had been too apt to treat those in the 
lower ranka of society as if they were mere 
cyphers. Most of the great problema of the 
day required for their effectual treatment the 
application of the Christian ideal, and if those 
responsible for the legislation of the next few 
years kept that prominently before their minds 
society would be freed from many of the 
diseases which it now suffered from. (Applause.) 

Rev. W. 8. Kerr, Banbridge, read a paper on 
“ Spiritualism,” which he described as the 
greatest delusion of the age. What was needed 
was a strong moral opposition to it. There was 
nothing new in it. It was merely a revival of 
necromancy.

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH AND 
CiVIL LOYALTY. | 

[O TUR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—In your issue of November 18th you 


refused to remove hie hat in a court of justice, 
protesting that he had no for the court. 
This is a new and revolutionary development in 
the Roman Church, and is clean contrary to the 
teaching and example of the Roman Catholic 
clergy in Ireland of the last century. As a life- 
long student of the principles of the Roman 
Church, I assert, without fear of contradiction, 
that, if the Roman Church etands for any moral 
principle, it ie pledged to the doctrine that 
every Roman Catholic in Ireland is morally 
bound to render honour and loyal obedience to 
} King George and to the constituted government 
of the country, 

To deny this is to deny the whole claim of 
the Roman Church to be an infallible teacher in 
questions of faith and morals. Her teaching on 
this subject, like the teaching of the Protestant 
Churches, is based upon the well-known prin- 
ciples laid down by our Lord, by St. Peter, and 
by St. Paul. Let one example suffice. In Fite- 
patrick’s “ Life” of Doctor Doyle, the illustrious 
Bishop of Kildare and Leighlin, we read (Vol. I., 
page 201):—“Dr. Doyle declared that the 
design into which some of his flock had entered 
—of subverting the State and overthrowing the 
government established by Divine permission— 
was opposed to the maxims and example of our 
Redeemer and of His Apostles, and to the 
uniform doctrine of the Catholic Chureh.”” This 
was at a time when the Romen Catholics of 
Ireland were suffering under the disabilities of 
the Pendl Laws. To-day, when Roman 
Catholics enjoy the full rights of citizenship, 
when every ‘legitimate grievance has n re 
moved, dnd when they live on perfect equality 
with other subjects of the King, we find bishops 
and priesie taking the side of & movement 
which is professedly subversive of the authority 
of the King and his Government. 

There is no duty which the Roman Catholic 
clergy teach and urge more insistently than the 
duty of honouring and obeying their own 
authority. It is a remarkable fact that in the 
New Testament the duty of honouring and obey- 
ing the civil authority is much more clearly and 
forcibly insisted upon than is the same duty 
towards the ecclesiastical authority. If the 
clergy expect due honour and obedience to be 
paid to themselves, surely they should set an 
example of showing the same honour and 
obedience to all others to whom these ere like- 
wise due. To-day Ireland is seething with active 
disloyalty and sedition; yet we look in vain for 
any condemnation by the ecclesiastical author'- 
ties, or any reference to the plain teaching of 
the Maynodth Catechism on this subject.

The only real and substantial good that 
could be wrought by this wave of publicity upon 
the subject would be for someone of influence 
to advocate whole-heartedly the rearing of every 
female kid dropped by a deep milker in the 
spring of 1920. 

Kid-rearing is by no means a light under- 
taking, in view of the present value of milk 
and the fact that the kids born in 1920 should 
not, in good hands, be allowed to milk before 
the spring of 1922. That they can be reared 
and kept in tiny loose boxes, indoors, all the 
year round without loss of size or stamina I 
have visible proof; but, if only one was kept 
thus; it would probably mope and die of lone- 
liness. 

Reverting to milk, the rapid transport of sur- 
plus supplies is the only possible hope of al- 
leviating the city’s shortage for this winter, and

Sin,—Il trust that the discussion in your paper 
on thie important question may lead to some 
practical resulta, Milk has become, and seeme 
likely to remain, a luxury, whereas, in truth, 
it ie a necessity. It is here that the little 
goat might etep in, if encouraged. It should 
be made poesible for nearly every household in 
the country and suburban districta to keep 
goate, and persous should be helped and 
advieed to do eo. There ere three main points 
to be aimed at :— 

1, To increase and distribute the stock of good 
milking goate in the country; 

2. to bring the milk-yielding qualities of the 
etock up to the highest possible point; 

3. to provide suitable pasturage at an 
economic price for those goet-keepers who re- 
quire it. 

No. 1 entaile goat-farme at different centres. 
A good price should be offered for she-kids of 
a certain age, bred from fair milkers. In the 
ordinary course of events the majority of these 
kids would be killed eoon efter birth. 
young «tock should be kept et the farm until 
maturity. They should then be mated to a 
buck of firet-clasg milking strain—-winter milk 
yield being a epecial point—and efterwards dis.

There is a lesson to be taken from what 
other countries are doing.

MISS EDEN'S LETTERS. 

Six years ago Sir Herbert Maxwell gave 
us his “Life and Letters of the Fourth 
Earl of Clarendon,” and in this bidgraphy 
we met Miss Emily Eden. The few 
glimpses of her ich we then attained 
whetted our curiosity, and now it is plea- 
sant to have a selevtion of her letters 
ranging over the period from 1814 to 1863. 
These have been skilfully edited by her 
great-niece, Miss Violet Dickinson, who 
provides us with good foot-notes. 

Miss Eden's father was William Eden, 
third son of Sir Robert Eden, Bart, of 
West Auckland, and her mother
